SUGGESTIONS FOR BEAUTIFYUG 
THE COMPLEXION. 


Tho N nlsance of C eltic P retty —

To obtain a beautiful skin one must be­ 
gin and diet properly. Butter, fat meat 
and greasy food of eycry kind must not be 
eaten. Coffee and tea must be given up, so 
must ciaret and all kinds of wines, and 
milk or lemonade substituted. Fruits and 
vegetables should be eaten in abundance, 
rich candies and cakes avoided, pie never 
should be touched, and pickles and acid 
food generally should be dispensed with. 
A woman who follows the above rules will 
find that her skin will become smooth and 
clear after several months have passed. Of 
course the dieting must be thorough and 
careful. No improvement can be made 
unless it is. A tabiespoonful of sulphur 
taken every other morning for a week, and 
then not taken for three days, and then 
taken every other morning for a week, is 
one of the best things to clear the com­ 
plexion. It acts like magic. It should 
always be mixed with molasses or some­ 
thing that will clear it from the system. 
Salt, a tabiespoonful dissolved in a goblet 
of milk, is an old-lashioned recipe for beau­ 
tifying the complexion. It certainly is a 
simple remedy, and if it doe3 not help 
the complexion it will strengthen the sys­ 
tem. A great deal depends upon the con­ 
stitution of the person and tho kind of 
complexion she has. What will help one 
woman wonderfully will have no effect 
whatever on others. One thing is certain, 
however, milk is always conducive to 
softening and whitening the skin, and it 
is a noticeable fact that girls who have 
never been allowed to drink tea or coffee, 
and who have drunk quantities of milk, 
have generally, when they reach the age of 
twenty, very beautiful complexions. Holi­ 
ng water is also one of the best things 
with which to keep the complexion in 
order. A tumbler should be drunk one 
hour before every meal, if it is disagree­ 
able by itself the juice of half a lemon 
should" be added. Sugar should not be 
used. Most women in summer time are 
too careless of their complexions, and 
.'.-hen winter comes and they go out to 
balls and parties they regret it. The sun 
is excellent for the complexion if it does 
.tot get too much of it. A little browning 
and freckling is oftentimes very beneficial, 
but when the face is exposed to too great 
measure of the sun's rays the skin is apt 
to become coarse. Veils, very thin ones, 
ihould always be worn at a seaside resort, 
unless parasols are carried. The salt air 
and sun together are bad for the complex­ 
ion, though excellent for the general 
health. The face should always be washed 
in water that has the chill taken off it. 
'.V'arm water is not good for the complex­ 
ion, despite all that has been said to the 
ontrary ; neither is real cold water. The 
one makes the skin flabby, and in time 
wrinkles it; the other roughens it. Oat 
meal and Indian meal water are both ex- 
jelleut for svashing the face and hands in. 
The meal softens the skin and gives it a 
delicate tlush which is very becoming. 
The majority of women will also find that 
a lt water will help their complexions. 
Get ten cents of rock salt every month and 
wash in basin into which a good lump of it 
has been placed. Haiti water is an excel- 
ent thing for .he skin, and there is as 
much truth as poetry in the saying that the 
• early dew of the morning wiil' make like 
the face of an angel the woman who bathes 
n it.”—Exchange.

Strawberry plates come in pretty china, 
with three compartments. The smallest 
holds a spoonful of sugar, the second is for 
cream, and the largest holds the berries, 
with their caps on. Kach berry is eaten 
from the stem, being first dipped in the 
cream and then in sugar. It saves the fruit 
from so much handling in stemming, and 
is considered the most elegant way. When 
using the pretty square glass berry plates a 
corner is kept for the sugir. 
To make cranberry sauce that will fum 
out of a mold like jelly, allow one pound 
of granulated sugar and half a pint of 
water to one pound of cranberries. Let 
the sugar and water come to a boil iu 
a porcelain or agate kettle, then turn 
in the cranberriea and allow fifteen min­ 
utes fur boiling, after they fairly begin. 
Hip the mold into cold water, and allow 
the sauce to stand in it over night. 
Sulphide of potash has proved all that 
lias been claimed fcr it bv the English 
press as a destroyer of mildew on roses, 
chrysanthemums and some other green- 
tioiise plants. A quarter of an ounce dis­ 
solved in a gallon of water and thrown on 
the affected foliage with a fine-rosed syringe, 
will wholly destroy the fungus, and the 
leaves will not be injured. 
The oftener carpets are shaken the longer 
they wear. The dirt that collecls under 
them grinds out the threads. Do not 
sweep carpets oftener than is necessary. A 
broom wears them very much. When a 
carpet is faded, strong salt and water will 
often restore the brightness of the color. 
Almost any ornament which strikes 
one’s fancy may now he worn in the hair, 
from the simple rosebud of early American 
fiction, to an elaborately mounted knot of 
French flowers, a cluster of gilt wheat or a 
mnciful comb. 
A fruit cake which will keep a long time 
is made of six eggs, one half cup milk, one 
cup sugar, one pint molasses, three cups 
butter," one tabiespoonful soda, spices to 
taste, raisins, currants and citron. 
Doilies, for finger bowls, are made of 
fine linen with inch-wide hemstitched 
hems. The designs, to suit the individual 
fancy, are embroidered with etching silks 
in Kensington stitch. 
Salmon salad is made of one can of salmon 
or its equivalent, and the white part of a 
large bunch of celery chopped fine, and 
well mixed with mayonnaise dressing. 
Powdered rice, sprinkled upon lint and 
applied to fresh wounds, will stop bleeding.

C alifornia's C apabilities. 
¡Fall River (Shasta county) Mail.] 
For the benefit of Eastern people, if they 
should happen across this sheet, we pro­ 
duces few statistical comparisons, by which 
it will be observed that California contains 
room and to spare for the reception of all 
the people of several Eastern States, and 
still be naught b u ta“ wild, uninhabited re­ 
gion.” Within the rim of our several great 
interior valleys there are Gl,000,000 acres, 
an aiea equal to that of Maine, New 
Hampshire, 
Vermont, 
Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York and 
Pennsylvania. Yet tlmse States have a 
population of 13,427,270. A population 
which supports the three imperial trade 
centers of the country—Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia—besides scores of local 
points for the concentration and distribu­ 
tion of the immense commerce generated 
in the necessities and energies of those 
millions of people. Going abroad for a 
comparison, this habitable area of Califor­ 
nia naturally tributable to San Francisco is 
one and a fourth times the size of Great 
Britain, with her 30,000.000 of people. Yet 
our valleys have only 234,000 souls, and our 
whole area only 51 persons to the square 
mile. The whole Atlantic slope has 22.4 
to the square mile; the Merrimae valley 
lias 92 0 ; the Connecticut valley has 50 5; 
the valley of the Hudson, 173; the basin of 
the St. Lawrence. 33 ; the Ontario basin, 
78.2; that of Lake Erie. 89.6; the valley of 
the Miami, 109.7 ; while the valleys of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin have only 4.9 
to the square mile. 
To continue the suggestive comparison ; 
if our two great valleys were as densely 
peopled as the basin of the St. Lawrence, 
their population would be 1,850,000; if 
equal to tbe New England coast, they 
would have 3,538,000; if equal to the On­ 
tario basin. 4,523,000 ; if equal to the val­ 
ley of the Delaware, 10,208,000. 
To sum 
up : The present unoccupied area of these 
valleys should support 11,000.000 of peo­ 
ple, a population which would make San 
Francisco the most desirable business city 
in the world, and the mart of an immense 
commerce, as varied in the products which 
create it as the globe-gleaned trade of Lon­ 
don.Yet with this stupendous array of figures 
interior California is still what might be 
called a frontier commonwealth. 
All of this area is capable of high farm­ 
ing. It will produce a commercial surplus 
of every necessity, luxury and delicacy 
listed in the food supply that grows out­ 
side the tropics. Noble mountains rise on 
either side of those valleys, clad with tim­ 
ber which shelters the cool sources of the 
waters ior irrigation. 
The seashore is a 
short journey distant. Thermal springs 
pour out their medicinal waters near at 
hand, and here lies a richer soil than Bel­ 
gium has, under kinder skies than Italy 
can boast. Come to California.

A FAMOUS ORCHARD. 
The oldest orange orchard on the Pacific 
coast is the Wolfskin orchard, located on 
Alameda street, Los Angeles. It consists 
now Oi nearly 10,000 trees, but only about 
2,000 of there are very old. The first trees 
in this orchard were planted by Wm. 
Wolfskill in 1S41, and they are now giants 
in size and are producing from eight to ten 
boxes of oranges each per year, and at 
times this orchard has yielded an income 
oi $1,200 to $1,500 an acre per year. The 
soil is a rich sandy loam, and it is treated 
in a peculiar way by J. W. Wolfskill, the 
present owner. ’ Instead of plowing fur­ 
rows for irrigating streams, says the Rural 
Californian, he floods the entire surface of 
the land with a stream of nearly 200 inches 
of water, one row at a time, except a strip 
some three feet wide ridged up a trifle, in 
the center of which the trees stand. The 
water is never allowed to touch the trunk 
of the iree. The land is nearly level, and ! 
it requires nearly an hour for "the stream 
to run across a 20-acre orchard, and it is 
turned off as soon as it reaches the last 
tree. This irrigation is given about every 
six weeks, and the land is plowed after 
each irrigation. Alex. Craw, who has 
charge of this famous orchard, says that 
the trees seem to do very much better un 
der this system of deep culture than by any 
other which they have tried, and the mag­ 
nificence of the trees and the exuberance 
of the crop both attest the success of 
orange culture under the Wolfskill method. 
IRRIGATION FOLLOWING HYDRAULICS ING. 
It will be a good thing for the mining 
counties, as well as for the State, when the 
last hydraulic monitor shall have ceased 
its destructive work, since drift mining 
employs ten men where hvdraulicking 
makes work for but one. In its vast reser­ 
voirs and hundreds of milts of ditches, 
hydraulic mining lias left a legacy to the 
State that may, through the nse iff water 
for irrigation, accomplish much benefit. 
It is stated that the Excelsior Company at 
Smartsvillc is making arrangements for 
the employment of its copious flow 
of water in the irrigation of thousands 
of acres of foothill 
lands. 
Should 
orange culture be extensively engaged 
in upon the foothills, the water could be 
made to yield a handsome revenue to the 
company. For years past the company has 
grown alfalfa upon its own foothill lands, 
by means of irrigation. It is hardly prob­ 
able, however, ihat all the reservoirs and 
ditches in the mountains can be profitably 
used for irrigation. Some ot them cost a 
great deal to maintain and repair, and are 
situated so high in the mountains as to be 
much above the belt where they could be 
available for irrigation purposes’ But it is 
unquestionable that, in the course of time, 
much of the water hitherto diverted from 
the rivers for mining purposes will be used 
for irrigation, with results far more bene­ 
ficial to the State.—Oakland Times. 
THOROUGH CULTIVATION AND ITS EFFECTS. 
R. G. Breckcnridge owns—or did until a 
few dais ago, when he sold out to Mr. Ol­ 
sen. of Sacramento—a beautiful place a 
little more than a mile south of Auburn. 
He has a full assortment of trees, vines, 
etc., many of which are in bearing, and 
none of which have ever been irrigated in 
the least, except by the showers of nature. 
Mr. Breckenridge cultivates thoroughly, 
and the place is a splendid illustration of 
the practicability of the theory of cultiva­ 
tion instead of irrigation. The growth of 
his trees is rank, and those in bearing 
promise a liberal yield according to their 
age of excellent fruit. 
To illustrate the 
thriftiness of his trees and vine3 he 
left with us last Monday some samples 
of this year’s growth. There were 
peach, pear, apple and plum limbs 
on which the new wood was from 
lour to six feet long. One rank old black­ 
berry vine was literally loaded with fruit, 
and another of this year's growth meas­ 
ured between six and seven feet. Every 
limb left with us shows the highest degree 
of thrift and vigor. In the hay line Mr. 
Breckenridge has just harvested a crop, 
and a bunch of rye grown on his place can 
be seen at the office which measures eight 
feet and three inches. This place is above 
the ditch, and Mr. Breckenridge could not 
conveniently irrigate if he was dis|>osed 
to. He therefore adopted the cultivation 
theory from necessity, and the excellent 
result" he is attaining promises to go a long 
way toward solving the irrigation question 
so far as tbe red land of the foothills is 
concerned.—Aulurn Ilerald. 
NEW PACKING FOR FRUIT SHIPPING. 
A little box lies on the reporter’s table 
that looks as if a revolution was to be 
worked in the shipping of fruit to a long 
distance in a natural state. The box is 
lined on all six sides with tule woven to­ 
gether, and the inside is filled with the 
same substance, cut up into fine particles. 
The tule, both in the lining and in the dust, 
is dry as tinder, and almost without weight. 
Much has been said about shipping 
grapes and other fruit East in a natural 
state in cork dust, and fruit dealers in the 
large cities are making experiments with 
this object in view. It looks as if the whole 
question was solved. There is plenty of 
tule in California. It is easily accessible 
at many points in the State. The stuff 
is very easily gathered, dried and pre­ 
pared for use. The cost of the material 
will be very light as compared with the 
grand results to be obtained. The added 
weight to the box of fruit will be very little, 
aild therefore there will be very little ad­ 
ditional freight to pay. The lining of the 
tule strips on the sides of the box will pre­ 
vent glass from breaking when wine or 
brandy is shipped iu cases. 
Altogether 
for a cursory inspection of the sample for­ 
warded by the makers, it certainly seems 
as if cork dust would be supplanted by this 
plentiful, cheap, lirlit aud dry product of 
all the river bottoms and other damp places 
in the State. If it works as oue must ex­ 
pect it will, the whole question of shipping 
fruit is solved, and a great industry is 
formed in the State.—Los Anodes Herald. 
THE SH EEr NUISANCE, 
Deputy Assessor and Constable Danforth 
went to the Little Truckee bridge on Friday 
last to collect the new tax, according to a 
recent county ordinance, cm 3.000 head of 
sheep about to come into the county. The 
ordinance requires that all sheep not 
owned in the county shall pay a tax of 
five cents each to the county. The "gall ” 
of these lower country sheep men is with­ 
out limit. They bring up their sheep to 
eat up the pastures that our own ranchers 
need, and destroy our road3 by filling 
them with stones and debris irora the hill­ 
sides. and are not even willing to repair the 
roads they destroy, which the mountain 
couDties have to expend large amounts of 
money in the repairing. They destroy the 
fetii and the public highway without pay­ 
ing one cent, either directly or indirectly, 
into the county treasury, make a fuss be­ 
cause we wish lo work our mines, and in­ 
jure us in that way, and then some come 
up here aud eat up our feed. Our people 
are getting tired of it, and thus the recent 
county ordinance.—Sierra Valley Leader. 
FLAX AND ITS PRODUCTS. 
At thé recent annual Convention of the 
Flax and Hemp Spinners’ and Growers’ 
Association at the East President Turner 
alluded to the decline of the production of 
hemp and the deplorable waste of flax 
fiber on the American continent. Properly- 
handled, he said, flaz is less exhaustive to 
land than wheat, and yet while there is a 
surplus of wheat in the United States 
large quantities of flax are imported 
from European and Asiatic countries, 
whose productive power in flax is 
rapidly diminishing. In the matter of 
hemp the census reports of 1800 showed an 
American production of 74,493 tons; of 
1870, 12,746; while in 1880 there were only 
5,025 tons raised, and in 1885 but 6,000 


tons. This decline be ascribed to the 
fact that jute is substituted for hemp in 
making bagging, etc. In the President’s 
opinion hemp and flax fibers might be so 
improved as to regain their prestige. 
CHA3CE FIGHi’ WITH A BEAB. 
An Exciting; Haud-to-Hand Contest, and 
the Brute Killed. 
A Santa Fe dispatch of June 22d to the 
New York Sun has the following: 
In 9t. Vincent's Hospital in this place a 
few days since, Hugh Love, an old settler 
in the Black Range, died of blood poison­ 
ing resulting from injuries received’a long 
time ago with a bear. Three or four days 
before his death Hugh was visited at the 
hospital by several of his friends. His 
long white hair and beard gave him the 
appearance of a patriarch, and but for the 
sunken eyes he did not look much changed. 
Something having been said about the bear 
fight, the old man said : " It was a fight in 
real earnest, too—a regular slogging n atch. 
Neither tbe b’ar nor me had any arms, and 
wa fought it out with our flukes. If we’d 
had a ring and a chance to sell tickets, 
we’d botli have made our everlasting for­ 
tunes. I’ll tell you how it was. Me and 
the b’ar ran foul of each other over in the 
Black Range west of Chloride. She was 
alone and so was I. I had just been eating 
a little something, and consequently my 
rifle and cartridge belt were on" the 
ground some little distance away. I was 
picking my teeth and thinking of 
nothing in particular, when all of 
a sudden there came a tremendous 
crash, and, looking up, I saw a she 
bear coming for me. I didn’t have time to 
get my gun or to wink. The beast was on 
me so quick that ail 1 could do was to 
square myself. As she came within reach 
I gave her one on the tip of the nose that 
made her grunt, and keeled her up on her 
hind legs. When you’ve hunted b’ars as 
long as 1 have you’ll know that the beak is 
the place to lift a bar. They can’t stand 
no hammering on the horn. My blow 
maddened her, and she came for me hot- 
ter’n ever the next time. Fearing a blow 
from one of her fore paws, I just grabbed 
her around the middle, and high enough 
up to keep her from hugging me, and if 
her and me didn’t have a bear dance for 
abont five minutes, up hill and down dale, 
then my name ain’t Love. Pretty soon she 
broke loose, and I jumped back far enough 
to get a good foothold. Then as she came 
np I planted a man-killer on her nose 
again, and knocked her down as slick as 
you ever see anybody drop. But she was 
tip again in a second, and this time she gave 
it to me. I pasted her one in the nose again, 
but she reached for me with her right and 
caved in my shoulder, breaking some of 
the bones. The blood ran down my clothes, 
but it only made me fight the harder. At 
first I was scared, but now 1 was mad. and 
I made up my mind that I would do up 
that b ar or die in the attempt. I grabbed 
her quick under the fore legs and tried to 
waltz with her again, but my shoulder hurt 
me, and as I was trying to get a fresh hold 
on her she tripped me and down we rolled.

“ Right there the side ot the mountain 
became very rough and steep, and my idea 
was that if I could catch the beast while 
she was staggering under my blow I could 
dump her over the Cliff and’let her slide.

She tried to crawl up, 
but the rocks gave way under her, and she 
slipped hack as fast as she advanced, ami 
started two or three cave-ins, which made 
lots of trouble for her. Then I made up 
my mind that whether she crawled up or 
not I could get time to reach my gun, and 
off I started When I got back the b'ar 
was still trying to make her way up, aud, 
as I then had my rifle, I just sat down and 
smiled on her. Then, when she had made 
some progress and it looked as though she 
might reach me, I let her have it between 
the eyes. That ended my b’ar fight, and it 
was the last i ever had. My wounds were 
pretty bad, and, as they never entirely 
healed, I’m here now trying to get cured.”

THE XEVKJiTEEM-YKAB LOCUST. 
The seventeen year locust isn’t a locust 
at ail. This may seem a strange thing to 
say, but it is true, nevertheless. The locust 
looks very m uch like a grasshopper, while 
the seventeen-» Car c cada. which is the in ­ 
sect's proper nqnic, looks a great deal more 
like a gigantic tly than anything else. 
Jtist fancy spending the best part of your 
life prowling about in the darkness under­ 
ground and then coming up into the sun­ 
light w ith a gorgeous pair of wings, only to 
die in a short tim e ! 
T hat is w hat the seventeen-year cicada 
does. 
In the very first place it is an egg 
which its mot her deposits in a tinv hole in 
a twig. 
In a few weeks it ruakes its way 
out of the egg and drops to tho groumi, 
into which it burrows, and in which it re­ 
m ains for nearly seventeen years before it 
is prepared for life aboveground. 
W hen, nt last, it is ready for the bright 
sunlight, it m ay be one foot from the sur­ 
face or it m ay be ten feet deep in the 
ground. In eilher case it begins to dig 
upward until it finds its way out, when it 
climbs up the nearest tree and fastens itself 
hv ils sharp claws to a leaf or twig. 
There 
il waits until its back splits open, and be­ 
hold ! it im m ediately crawls out of itself, 
so to speak. 
The new insect is a soft, dull fellow at 
fir- t, but he grows as if he had been storing 
up energy for seventeen years for just that 
one purpose. 
W ithin an hour, two pairs of 
most beautiful wings have grown, and in 
a few hours more it has become hard and 
active. 
The female cicadas arc qniet enough, but 
the m ales are as noisy as so m any little 
boys with new drum s. 
Indeed, they do 
have drum s themselves. 
Just under their 
wings are drum s m ade of shiny m em brane | 
as beautiful a* white silk, and these are ‘ 
kept rattling alm ost all the time. 
One cicada can make noise enough ; hut 
im agine the din of m illions of them all 
going at the same time. 
It sounds as if all 
the fregs in the country had come together 
to try to drown the noise of a saw mill. 
Now it is the saw-m ill you hear, anil now 
the frogs. 
It sounds like a big story to say millions, 
but if yon could go into ihe woods where 
they arc. you m ight be willing to say bit!- 
ions. 
I have counted over a thousand cast­ 
off shells on one sm all tree, ami on one 
birch leaf I have seen twelve shells. 
And 
the earth in some places is like a sieve from 
the holes made by the cicadas. 
Hu! within a few weeks from the insects’ 
first appearance their eggs have been mid 
and thé cicadas have Hi! 
A area! 
m any of theru are eaten by the b iris and 
chickens, but some o f them sim ply can not 
live any longer.—John R

STATE DIVISI0H. 


The sentim ent in favor of division of the 
Slat e is becoming more pronounced each day 
with the realization th at the southern counties 
are the recipients of an unprecedented growth 
and tidal wave of prosperity, necessitating a 
new and improved management ot their in­ 
ternal affairs. 
So says the Los Angeles Express. And it 
then proceeds to argue at length and 
learnedly on the progress of development 
in the south counties, their population, 
clim atic advantages, production, and so on 
through the usual glowing chapter. 
All 
w hich is true enough, and none rejoice 
more th at it is true than the people of 
central and northern counties. 
But why- 
all these things m ust be supplemented by 
new political burdens is not shown. 
Not 
a word is advanced to illustrate how pro­ 
duction will be augmented, prosperity en­ 
hanced, economy conserved, or society- 
improved by the erection of the southern 
counties of California into a State. 
The 
people of the counties not included in the 
roster of the Express' new .State have, 
perhaps, a word to say on th is question. 
Perhaps they are interested in being 
saddled w ith the whole expense 
of a 
State adm inistration, even if our neighbors 
south deem th at too trilling a m atter to be 
mentioned. Aside from the single fact of the 
considerable distance of Los Angeles from 
th e capital, there is not another worthy 
consideration th at is to he advanced in 
favor of division, except the altogether 
invulnerable and arm or proof one, th at a 
new State will -lake the thirst of some 
scores of 
place 
hunters, 
who 
fairly 
ache to serve the dear people at good fat 
salaries. 
The tru th 
is, 
that no 
sufii' 
cient 
economic 
or 
political 
reasons 
can 
be 
advanced 
for 
division 
of 
th e State. 
I t all settles down in the 
end to division of th e spoils and State 
patronage, anti the location of State insti­ 
tutions. 
A section that needs State aid of 
this character very badly certainly ¡slack­ 
ing in the essentials of permanency, an 
idea regarding southern California 
we 
would not for a moment entertain. 
State 
institutions do not make a city or town, or 
liolster a county otherwise worth anything. 
Political favor and patronage cut but small 
figures in the true grow th of a people. 
If 
southern California is not set off as a State 
it will grow precisely as fast, progress e x ­ 
actly as it deserves, be commercially just 
as prosperous, and h er people ju st as v irtu­ 
ous. happy and contented. 
Statehood has 
very little to do w ith the developm ent and 
general advancem ent of any section. 
It 
would be but the m inim um of influence in 
th e case in hand. 
The State is territo­ 
rially very- large, it is tr u e ; th at th e cap­ 
ital is a “long way” from San Diego and 
Los Angeles on the south is also true, as 
too it is from H um boldt and Siskiyou on 
the north. 
The counties first named have 
the advantage, however, of rapid rail 
transit to the capital and to the commer­ 
cial metropolis, and to th at center business 
interests will look, regardless of the di­ 
vision of our territory into two, three 
or four States. 
Ijet our southern jieople 
expend their breath on more profitable 
subjects. 
W hen California has four or five 
millions of people it will be tim e enough 
to debate the question of breaking the 
back of the State, like that ot a shrimp, 
th at politicians m ay divide the kernel. 


full force. 
I f out of it, then they were a 
separate Confederacy w ith th e same power. 
In or o at they severally possessed property 
in ih e ir own right. 
T he Confederate 
Stores never denied th eir obligation to pay 
th e Confederate debt. 
On th e close of the 
rebellion they returned to th eir allegiance, 
which had been only tem porarily inter- 
•1 rupted. 
In that tim e they had borrowed 
money on their bonds, and used it for pur­ 
poses approved by them , and under direc­ 
tion of w hat was then regarded by them 
as properly constituted authority. 
So, as 
Itetween th e holders of the bonds and the 
States there was a binding obligation th at 
no th ird party could discharge or interfere 
w ith. 
But the U nited States did interfere 
unnecessarily and arbitrarily, and amended 
its organic law and prohibited any State 
from paying these debts, 
and declared 
them void and illegal 
W hen th e U nited 
States d ecid ed no State should pay its ad 
m itted debt, it comm itted a stupendous 
blunder. It relieved th e guilty party from a 
just liability, and w antonly attem pted to de- 
strov a debt it d id not own. and with 
which it had no rightful concern. 
But 
though the debt was contracted for the 
wicked purpose of destroying th e Union, 
it was good as between the contracting 
parties. 
T he Cnited States should there­ 
fore have stood aloof and left them to ad 
ju st the m atter. 
It follows th a t the con 
stitutional am endm ent extinguished the 
Confederate debt and created at once 
new liability for damages against the 
C nited States, measured by the value of 
the property so wrongfully destroyed. 
So 
the liability is not for the Confederate 
debt, but for the damages inflicted upon 
the holders of it by its extinguishm ent 
T his is very fully and almost in verbiage 
the whole of this most ingenious argu­ 
ment. 
Its assumed greatest strength is its 
chiefest error—i. e., th at in declaring that 
no State late in rebellion should pay any 
p art of the rebel debt, the U nited States 
thereby created a liability against itself. 
T his point, on which the whole argum ent 
hinges, is one to be heard in equity, of 
course. 
It has no standing in law. In this 
case the alleged offender is the Court of 
Equity to determ ine its own case. 
To say 
th at by extinguishing the rebel debt the 
United States damaged the bondholders, 
w ith all respect to the lofty abilities of 
J udge Fullerton, appears to us to be "beg­ 
ging the question.” 
The creditors of the 
rebel States knew th at the loan was forun 
lawful purposes; in law nor in reason 
could they ever have expected when m ak­ 
ing the loan th at the party against whom 
it was to be used would be liable for its 
paym ent. 
They had no reason to expect 
that the States in rebellion, if unsuccess­ 
ful, would even be allowed to exist as 
States. 
They 
knew 
th at punishm ent 
would overtake them in case of failure, 
their investm ent was in the nature of a 
bet 
th at 
the Confederacy would win, 
and hence it would appear th a t a rule 
sim ilar to th at of caveat em ptor applies. 
However, if this is bad law or insufficient 
reasoning, let the bondholders content 
themselves, they will never handle the 
coin of the U nited States for the evidences 
of indebtedness tliev hold. 


AN INGENIOUS 
ARGUMENT. 


T he full tex t of Judge Fullerton's in­ 
genious argum ent before the Committee 
on W ar Claims, in favor of the United 
States paying certain losses resulting from 
the 
rebellion—that 
is, debts of 
the 
States 
in 
rebellion—is 
now 
before 
u-. 
W e 
are 
therefore 
enabled 
to 
very clearly get at the points the able 
ju rist makes. 
These are, in brief: 
The 
creditors of the late Confederate States 
claim that the act of the United States in 
prohibiting by its organic law the pay­ 
ment of the debts contracted by the Con­ 
federated States in aid of rebellion, was 
unjustifiable. 
It is not contended that the 
U nited States became liable for the Con­ 
federate debt as a contracting party, or 
because it had any agency in creating it. 
The debt was the debt of the States 
seceding, and theirs only. 
But each of 
these States had the power as such to con­ 
tract debts and provide means for their 
payment. 
This power was independent of 
the United States and one of sovereign­ 
ty. 
Therefore what a State could in­ 
dividually do, any number of them could 
collectively do. 
The rebel States, then, 
Jiad power to contract the liability. 
This

industry has not th at aid from the State 
th at its importance demands, and th at 
there is not due liberty of action given 
the Commission or th at power to do what 
its duties demand. 


T here is believed to be a heavy shortage 
in the salmon catch of the Sacramento 
river this year, and the pack will be light 
The subject of the decline of the run of 
salmon in the river will form an im port­ 
ant topic for the consideration of the nex 
Legislature. 
It has been suggested that 
there is a periodicity in these declines, 
due to the running of the fish in other 
and generally unfrequented quarters, in 
years widely separated. 
B ut there is no 
positive proof of this. 
T he burden of tes­ 
timony rather inclines to establish a steady 
decline for many years in the supply, 
broken by a few years of good fishing, but 
on the whole a regular declination of the 
supply. 
T his 
is 
attributable to 
four 
causes: 
the 
abandonm ent 
of running 
courses at stated periods w ithout known 
cause, destruction of fish by seals off the 
Golden Gate, deterioration of the river 
itself, by choking sand bars, muddied waters, 
narrow channels, etc., and lastly, over-fish­ 
ing. 
The two last m entioned are unques­ 
tionably factors in the question. 
Cer­ 
tain it is, th at there is a short catch of 
Sacram ento salmon this year, and th at is a 
sudden and most unusual falling off in the 
catch, th at were it to continue, would 
threaten the extinction of the industry. 
The falling off this year will probably he 
made up by the B ritish Columbia and the 
Oregon m arkets, where a good average 
pack is anticipated, 
and 
th at 
always 
leaves 
an 
excess 
for 
such 
a 
call 
as 
ours. 
W hen 
the 
Legislature 
assembles we shall expect to witness liberal 
action with regard to onr food fish affairs. 
The laws are well enough so far as they 
go, but there is need to enlarge the powers 
of the Fish Commission and to give it 
more financial means for protecting and 
restocking the river and bay waters. 
A t 
present it has to contend w ith many diffi­ 
culties, not the least of which is lack of 
tim e to give the attention to this great in­ 
dustry th at its importance demands. 
The 
Commission is unsalaried, and hence its 
labors are purely philanthropic. 
This re­ 
quiring of men to give their tim e and abil­ 
ity to the State is a debatable question. 
As a rule it is better to pay State officers 
well, open the. lists to the rich and poor 
alike and hold them to strict accountabil­ 
ity for the discharge of duty. 
We m ight 
very well lessen the number of official 
bodies, and require broader duty of others, 
paying all State agents at least for their 
time and expenses. 
It is certain that very 
much more than is allowed the Fish Com­ 
mission could be profitably expended in 
the interests of the State. 
In so small a 
m atter as th at of the shrimp fishery, there 
is wrong constantly perpetrated we cannot 
expect the Commission to 
correct for 
obvious reasons. 
The Chinese by whole­ 
sale fishing for shrimps, and shipping them 
to China, are, in the opinion of some ex­ 
perts, ruining the fisheries and extermi­ 
nating that appetizing denizen of the 
waters of San Francisco bay, where it 
flourishes better than in any other place 
in the world, the California shrimp being 
larger and more palatable than those 
netted anywhere else. 
W e 
have not 
specific information as to all the obstacles 
the Commission is meeting, for we have 


THE PRESIDENT REEUKED. 


The response of the Senatorial Commit­ 
tee to th e President’s wholesale vetoes of 
pension bills is one of th e most sarcastic, 
incisive and forcible of papers. 
T he com­ 
m ittee, in advising certain bills to be 
passed despite the veto of the Executive 
takes occasion to say th a t th e coarseness 
and ridicule of the messages of the Presi­ 
dent on this pension subject would justify 
replies of a stinging and abusive character 
and of a like approach to brutality,but the 
committee does not propose to m ake any 
such precedent for a Senate body, no 
m atter w hat th e P resident may do for the 
w riters of subsequent veto messages. 
Say 
the com m ittee: 
9o great has become the num ber ol such vc 
toes imposed by the preseul Executive,all within 
a few weeks past, and so extraordinary the 
censure, sometimes rudely expressed, and in 
nearly every instance severely implied, of the 
action of the two houses of Congress and of 
tlieir committees upon which lias devolved the 
wearisome nnd generally unappreciated labor 
of investigating these clutins, accompanied in 
many eases by such ridicu led, and evident dis­ 
gust with, the claims themselves, that votir 
committee feel that they are justified in a hriel 
view of the circumstances involved. In doing 
this a strong effort will he made to restrain a not 
um iatural feeling of indignation, which, if per­ 
m itted to assume the proportions which the 
provocation justifies would whollv destroy 
those respectful formsof expression which must 
be m aintained in official intercourse between 
the different officers and departments of the 
Government . This becomes the more necessary 
in proportion as it is rendered the more difficult 
by reason oí the unjust and unexam pled style 
in which some of the messsage of the President 
arc expressed. Il shall be the effort of the cum 
mittee to get on in the difficult m atter without 
violating the courtcaies of official intercourse 
by imitating the example which, so far as we 
are aware, is without precedent, and which, so 
far as we are concerned, shall remain so. 
This is stinging rebuke, an«l it must not 
be forgotten th at it is made by men who 
are the intellectual peers of Mr. ( Cleveland, 
and who do not accord to him one w hit more 
of patriotic devotion to th e country and its 
laws, than they claim for themselves. The 
committee 
aDo 
say 
th at 
the 
Presi­ 
dent has misrepresented the Senate to the 
country on these pension matters, but they 
are kind enough—and in that kindness 
there is the bitterness of stern rebuke— to 
say th at it was probably because of want 
of knowledge of the facts on his part. 
It 
declares th at it is unable to understand 
why the finding of the two houses of Con­ 
gress should be discredited and attributed 
to unw orthy motives, indifference and. in­ 
capacity, while the reassertion hy the Pen­ 
sion Clerk th at he is rig h t and Congress 
wrong is accepted as the basis of fact. This 
reference is to the fact th at on receipt of 
bills the President refers them to the Pen­ 
sion Clerks of respective desks in the Pen­ 
sion Office for exam ination, and the re­ 
port of an opinion, as to the justice of the 
special claim. 
The committee defend 
the m ethods of Congress in this pension 
legislation, and declares th at it ha- pro­ 
ceeded as 
has 
sim ilar 
legislation in 
previous Congresses, ever since Congresses 
and Parliam ents have existed. 
And on 
this point the committee add : 
The people are misled by the unwarranted 
statements of the President as to the m anner 
in which legislation upon pension claims and 
the like is. and of necessity must he, conducted. 
The pension business of the Senate has never 
been better done titan during this session. 
Those members of the committee who have 
performed the most have been as careful as 
any. and derision of their patient, conscientious 
and exhausting labors to help ulong these 
noblest and best portions of God's poor and the 
country’s benefactors can originate only in a 
wise and noble nature which is misled, or in 
one that, if informed, sadly needs recoustruc- 
tion or recreation. 
We recall no instance in congressional 
history in which a more pointed arrow 
has been fired from a Senatorial bow at 
the Executive, or more directly to its 
m ark than this. 
In defense of the legisla­ 
tion, the committee in conclusion sa y : 
All through these vetoes there seems to run 
tiie fallacy that the power of Congress to grant 
pensions is limited to w hat may already be 
done by the Pension Office under the general 
law. It is difficult to write in that rudimentary 
way upon the nature of pensions and the 
various grounds of compensation, charity and 
public policy which is necessary in order to re­ 
move this impression, 
it is sufficient to ob­ 
serve that the jurisdiction of the legislative 
power of this Government is larger than the 
Commissioner of Pensions, and that sooner or 
later, although it may cost the country a pro­ 
longed and steady efiort, this truth will become 
apparent.____________

The response of the postal clerks to Post­ 
m aster-General Vilas, who discharged a 
num ber of them recently for forming an 
organization th at was supposed to mean a 
strike in due time, and on w hich assump­ 
tion wo recently commented, puts some­ 
thing of a new face upon the affair of the 
clerks. 
These men deny flatly th a t their 
organization m eant anything of an im­ 
proper character, and th at it should not 
have been construed as a menace in any 
respect. 
They say th a t when General 
Vilas took office he assured all the forc^ 
th at there would be no removals except 
for cause, and th at faithful service would 
be the equivalent to retention in place. 
On this understanding, most of them , who 
had anticipated removal and had set their 
houses in order, therefore relied, and took 
no more concern for th eir future. 
They 
claim th at the efficiency of the service and 
the reports of their duty-doing will show 
that the men have been all for faithfulness 
and ability th at could possibly be demanded 
by the Governm ent. 
They claim, also, 
th at the Postm aster-G eneral, so far from 
keeping his word, presently began to re­ 
move men w ithout cause, and to thus 
put 
double 
duty 
upon 
the 
remain­ 
ing 
force ; 
th at 
they 
were 
required 
to 
teach 
new 
men, 
and 
th at 
fre 
quently the new men were promoted over 
old and tried clerks against whom no com­ 
plaints could lie. 
T hat the new men were 
granted leave of absence frequently, to go 
to different places and engage in party 
political work, and th at no rebuke was ad­ 
ministered for this. 
Thereupon the clerks 
organized to secure the efficiency of the 
service, and 
to protest against wrongs 
visited upon the working force and to pre­ 
vent, if possible, the decline of efficiency 
by reason of the removals without alleged 
cause, since to fail to make the cause known 
cruelly affixed a stigma upon character 
They claim that while they are public ser­ 
vants, they are still entitled to a fair hear­ 
ing before the Postmaster-General, and 
that when they attempt to gain this, he re­ 
plies by tjie summary dismissal of a large 
number of them from the service. And thig, 
they express the belief, is done to prevent 
the tacts from being brought before him. 
Assuming what the clerks say is true— 
and they have a good case for public 
sympathy—if they organized to incite a 
strike, and to force upon the Postal De-

Some tim e ago we remarked upon the 
new movement for organizing charity ef­ 
forts, and which has been successfully ap.

Stand. 


W o o d l a n d , July 9 th .—In the H arlan 
case this m orning defendant H arlan was 
called and testified : “ I was born in Ken­ 
tucky, May 9 , 1821 ; moved w ith my pa­ 
rents to Missouri in IS33; worked there on 
the farm for father and m yself; crossed the 
plains to California in 1853: lived at Grand 
Island, Colusa county, a year, then moved 
to near Chico. Butte county, and was in the 
stock business there one year ; then moved 
to near Vaeaville, Solano county, and 
farmed there till 18G0 ; then moved to m y 
Buckeye ranch, in Yolo county and lived 
there six years ; then to m y tim ber ranch, 
near W oodland, and lived there nine years; 
then moved to my present residence, five 
miles from W oodland. 
I was m arried No­ 
vember 5, 1854, and have seven children, 
three of whom are m arried. 
My business 
has been mainly farming. 
I liave served 
as .Supervisor and Senator. 
Craft and Sill 
both had been in the habit of visiting my 
house before tlie m arriage of m y daughter. 
I first beard of the scandal Craft, was circu­ 
lating about my daughter on W ednesday 
evening. 
My son W illiam called at my 
house on his way to his home and told me 
that there was a report in circulation in 
W oodland that m y daughter had given 
birth to a child, and that it was talked 
around the streets. 
H e asked me what 
was best to be done. 
I did not then come 
to a conclusion as to w hat I would do. 
On Thursday evening Sill detailed to me 
the statem ents of Craft. 
[These state­ 
m ents have heretofore been fully pub­ 
lished in the testim ony of Sill ] 
Sill said 
Craft was going to see me and he was 
going to get even with me for a report he 
claimed 1 had circulated about him in Sac­ 
ramento, that he had there been living 
with a woman. 
I never circulated such a 
report, and have never m ade any state­ 
m ents derogatory of Craft or any m ember 
of his family. 
I never knew anything of 
the social habits of Craft. 
1 did not m ake 
up m y m ind what to do on tiie day Sill 
told m e this. 
Friday m orning I came to 
W oodland and rem ained there until 4 
o'clock. 
1 wanted to see Craft and have a 
conversation with him , and see if he would 
not retract the statem ents he had made and 
to hear what he had to say for himself. 
1 
did not meet him that day. On Saturday 
afternoon I again cante in town with the 
double object of attending a m eeting of a 
winery and see Craft, if he was here; I did 
not see him .” 
W itness then described his 
trip into W oodland, on Sunday, but his 
testim ony did not vary from th at heretofore 
published. "On Saturday I m et my brother 
Ben and lie asked me if I liad heard storie3 
about m v daughter. 
1 told him I had, and 
i wanted to see Craft. 
W hen I was coming 
into town on Sunday with toy wife, I m et 
Ben and Barnes, and Ben said that he un­ 
derstood m y man was in town. 
I under­ 
stood he referred to Craft, but he did not 
m ention his name. 
My wife spoke to m e 
about the slanders on Thursday evening. 
My daughter had told her about them .” 
W itness then described his movements 
after arriving at W oodland on Sunday, and 
detailed his interview with Sheriff Beamer, 
as heretofore fully published. 
W hen Court reconvened after th e noon 
recess witness resumed : 
"A fter my talk 
with Beamer I came out into tiie m ain 
office and m et ex-Scnator Gorman, Captain 
Dalton and F. M. Brown. 
1 had a short 
conversation with Gorman and then came 
up town. District A ttorney Sprague walked 
up as far as the Lindner building with me, 
when Mr. Barnes called my attention. 
I 
had a conversation there with Barnes. 
He 
asked me if I bad beard the rem arks Craft 
had been m aking about my daughter. 
I 
said ‘ Yes,’ and rem arked that I under­ 
stood that Craft wanted to see me. 
Barnes 
said Craft had just gone tip stairs to the 
Lindner building, and 1 went over to the 
hank corner, and thought, if Craft saw me, 
he would come over there. 
It was about 
11:30 o’clock when 1 took m v position at 
the bank corner. 
I remained there ahout 
two hours. 
1 was armed, having a pistol 
in my possession. 
H ave owned it since 
1882. 
I was not in the babit of carrying it. 
Had carried it only twice before. Tiie pis­ 
tol was freshly loaded on February 3d. as 
I expected to go to Fresno county and was 
going to take it along. 
I had the pistol in 
m y possession that day for the purpose of 
defending myseif if I found it necessary. 
This was because of threats which had been 
made against myself and family. 
1 did not 
leave 
the 
bank corner until I start­ 
ed u p toward the Byrns Hotel. 
I did not 
observe the young m en who have testified 
th a t; they ’ were 
across the 
street. 
I 
went to the Byrns Hotel because Frank 
Barnes told me Craft was there. 
I walked 
imm ediately to the lintel. 
Barnes accom­ 
panied me. 
I went there fur the purpose 
of having a conversation with Craft, and 
seeing if lie would not retract the slanders 
he had made against m y family. I had my 
hands in my overcoat pocket, and my hand 
was on my pistol, or where I could soon 
put it on. 
1 told Barnes to let me do the 
tasking. 
J went in first, Barnes standing 
back. 
I stepped in four or five feet, look­ 
ing ahead. 
I turned my head, and just as 
I did m y eyes m et Craft’s. H e w ent lor his 
pistol and sprang to his feet. 
I fired as 
quick as I could. 
He jum ped down and 
’•¡ill as I fired again. 
I followed, and lie 
turned quick and fired at me. my pistol 
going off at the same tim e, and Mr. Craft 
loll over. Then I walked up and shot him 
it: the head. 
I don't know w hat position 
he was in. 1 know he was lying down. 
The shooting was dong as quick as 1 could 
fire a self-cocking pistol. Craft tired but 
once. 
I did not m ake a m otion to draw 
until Craft did. 
Of course I didn’t know 
Craft was dead when the last shot was 
fired. 
I went to the Court-house and gave 
m yself up. There were five cham bers to 
the. revolver, and they were all empty, 
though I was conscious' of firing but four 
shots.” 
There were no other points in the testi 
mony of the defendant that have not been 
already gone over bv other witnesses.

$184,445; city and town lots. $338,535; improvements on-the same, $424,410 ; telegraph 
lines and mining ditches, $1.900.

The plea that our 
lorests cannot be completely denuded is 
not a new one, as the writer remembers 
distinctly that a num ber of years ago such 
an idea was entertained by the editor of 
one of the papers here, viz : th at the under­ 
brush following the cutting down of the 
trees is even more dense, covering the 
ground far more completely than before. 
If, therefore, the second growth “ comes as 
thick as the hairs on a dog's back,” as the 
correspondent of the Urass V alley Tidings 
will have it, it by no m eans signifies that 
the demands of nature are fu'lv satisfied 
T here is a very im portant function the 
tree cannot perf ,rin, owing to not having 
readied the higiier stratum s cf the atm os­ 
phere, because of its yet short stature, and 
th at is, to elim inate electricity. These trees 
act as so m any m illions of lightning-rods 
in the higher elevations of our m ountains, 
w ithdraw ing the positive electricity from 
the air and harm lessly w ithout sound con­ 
ducting it intu the ground. 
W hy is it th at in nearly all cases cyclones 
a n ! sim ilar phenom ena of nature have 
their beginning in u fiat, treeless oortntry V 
To any one having a slight knowledge of 
frictional, statir. or atm ospheric electricity, 
it may he explained by the use of the 
electrical m achine. 
If you offer a sharp- 
pointed instrum ent to the prim e con­ 
ductor oi anelectrical m achine there will 
be no spark visible excepting a faint light 
in dense darkness, nor is there any audible 
discharge, as wuuld be the case if a globu­ 
lar metallie todv was brought in close 
proxim ity as the spark flashes through 
space from the conductor to the body of­ 
fered, and in connection witb the earth. 
The reason is, the points gather up the 
generated electricity silently, and if con­ 
nected w ith the ground through a good 
■conductor, you liavo sim ply the function 
of the lightning-rod in atm ospheric elec­ 
tricity, which conveys the m ost gentle and 
the greatest force im aginable harm lessly to 
the ground. 
If the ooiiductor, however, is 
bad, or insufficient, the danger to U>e 
building is certainly greater than being 
w ithout these safeguards. 
If your trees are cut down you have a 
phenom enon analogous to th at of the 
F ran k lin ’s pans (or Leyden flask), which, 
if you connect one side with the electrical 
m achine, the other with the ground, and 
annexing tw o m etallic balls with each side, 
certain distances apart, outside of the glass, 
away from the tin foil, will send, wheu 
the m achine is revolved, sparks or flashes 
from one ball to tho other—the one a n ­ 
nexed to the m achine producing the pos­ 
itive, w hile a corresponding quantity is 
stored up from the earth, being termed 
negative electricity. 
W hen a discharge has 
taken place, the forces stored up and iso­ 
lated have been united. 
If the distance is 
near, the report and flash are mild, but be­ 
come correspondingly greater when the dis­ 
tance is increased ; and then we may have 
artificial lightning if we utilize sufficient 
surface in storing, producing thunder and 
lightning on a sm all scale, but yet powerful 
enough to kill m an or anim al instantly, or 
at least deprive them of locomotion for a 
brief space of tim e. 
I f th e h ig h e r elev atio n s b eco m e treeiess 
th e se forces 
w ill 
m a n ife st 
th e m se lv e s

T h is is a lm o s t n o w a n 
assu eti fact, b e lie v e d in a d c iv ilized c o u n ­ 
trie s. 
T h e a sse rtio n th a t in n v e o r s ix y ears 
tre e s m a y h a v e s p ru n g u p d o es n o t h o ld 
g o o d in a ll lo c a litie s, fo r it m u s t re q u ire 
c e n tu rie s b efo re a n ig h t is a tta in e d o f th o se 
c u t d o w n w h ic h h u d th e ir so u rc e in Borne 
fissu re o f th o ro ck s. 
Someone writes about Lake Tahoe thus, 
in 1882 : “ The onilet of this lake is known 
as Tru see river, passing through m oun­ 
tains, through which the constaut force of 
w ater during the ages lia3 cut its channel, 
and which was and is alm ost solid rock. 
On either side of the river, up to the 
highest 
points, 
the 
trees 
have and 
are 
being 
cut 
down, 
leaving 
nothing 
but 
the 
waste 
and 
rocks 
by which they were surrounded and from 
which they grew. The logs are forced by 
devices direct into the low river, to be 
floated to assigned places for cutting up at 
sawm ills, and the refuse of the mills, 
as sawdust, is 
al! passed into the river 
to pollute it. 
From the town of Truekee to 
the lake, some fifteen miles by stage route, 
on either side i f the river tho trees are thus 
disposed of, in some localities not a tree 
rem aining, and in less than three years the 
locality will be entirely cleared away. 
These trees have nearly all their roots im ­ 
bedded in the cavities of tho rocks, and in 
fact spring or grow right out of them .” 
It may puzzle some people how these 
trees can exist, but it m ust ho obvious to 
most, that it required centuries, in their 
naturally slow growth, to have acquired the 
size which they altained when cut down. 
I f they are of the proper size all are sacri­ 
ficed, and the 
barren 
rocks, decaying 
branches, or the charred rem ains of trunks 
and branches, stare one in th s face, repre­ 
senting a perfect chaos of disorder. 
This 
statem ent may be overdrawn or not, hut 
as 1 have visited the vicinity of Lake Ta­ 
hoe m yself 1 can tentify that there is much 
truth in it. 
W herever the trees were cut 
dow n little or no water found its way into 
th e lake about the m iddle of August. 
One of the earliest of our scientific men 
on this coast was State Geologist W hitney, 
w ho pointed out the dangers in the de­ 
struction of our forests in the higher eleva­ 
tions of our m ountains. 
His lecture de­ 
livered in tho Assembly Chamber ought to 
be remembered by our older citizens of 
Sacram ento, also the evening lectures de­ 
livered at the Congregational Church by 
Rev. Mr. Benton after hia return from Asia- 
M inor and Palestine. 
The forest (?) of 
Lebanon would not exist were It not for 
th e pressure of Germany, England and 
Other great Power.-s. There is Band, sand 
everywhere where once m ilk and honey 
flowed, and th e cause is know n to be the 
denuding of th e forests, acknowledged by 
every intelligent person all over the world 
a t present. 
Unless the w riter is laboring under a 
m istake he never remembers storm s and 
cyclones when a boy and young m an in 
Ohio, sim ilar to those reported in our dis­ 
patches, and taking place frequently at this 
epoch. 
Is there no cause for it? 
Next to the hydraulic and Irrigation 
questions there is no more im portant m at­ 
ter before the people of this valley or the 
State than this forestry question; and in 
apite of pooh-poohing, the tim e will come 
when it m ust be oonsiiiered very seriously. 
Even hydraulic raining would have to suf­ 
fer eventually if perm itted to be continued 
by the State and Governm ent of the United 
States, and if discontinued, and the waters 
used for that purpose be utilized for irriga­ 
tion purposes, m ust not that suffer equally 
as much if no check is placed on the de­ 
struction commenced against the forests? 
Americans on an average have but a 
vague knowledge or idea how m uch atten­ 
tion is paid to forests, and bow jealously the 
trees are watched or guarded in other civ­ 
ilized countries. The man wantonly de­ 
stroying a tree belonging to the State Gov­ 
ernment, would, if guilt is proved, receive 
punishment, with hard labor, at least sev­ 
eral years. Since 1871 tho writer visited 
Europe three times, and knows of what 
he speaks where it concerns Germany,and, 
to a certain extent, Franoe, where he saw 
the forest exhibitions during the Exposi­ 
tion in Paris. But it is Germany who pays 
the most attention to this science, and peo­ 
ple are trained and study the science as a 
profession, so when appointed as officers 
for such positions as foresters, they must 
be fit for ‘the position, as the Government 
would not appoint incompetents. 
It is 
really astonishing what forests there are 
m et with in Germany, considering the 
smallness of the country (comparatively 
speaking) and the large population. Nearly 
all large cities in France, Germany or Aus­ 
tria, have some woods or alleys near the 
city to which the people flock evenings and 
Sundays (summer time) to find recreation. 
It seems almost a mania, to an American, 
to see the love the people entertain to eat 
under the foliage o f trees in summer, or 
live outdoors: and this extends to France 
equally as well, 
in Bavaria, eay in Franoonla, near Nurem­ 


berg, the villages have their own forests for 
their use, and a cerfetin space is cut down 
every year, being allotted to the owners 
according to the num ber of acres of land 
the peasant or farm or owns. But before so 
m any acres are cut down in other direc­ 
tions, th at village, or several, m ust also 
plant again an equal num ber of acres. 
It 
is frequently the case th at the villages be­ 
come indebted, and have to saciflce their 
forests, and in such a case the Government 
is ready to purchase their lots. 
By the way. what a blessing it would be 
for Sacram ento just now to be able to d is­ 
pose of a sm all forost, or large enough, tp 
stop the m ouths of our benevolent bond­ 
holders. The poor people are permitted to 
visit these forests and gather w hat dry 
wood can be found, but on no account can 
a live tree be sacrificed, or fires built in the 
middle of a forest, ior such an attem pt'¿s 
met w ith heavy punishm ent, and w ould 
eventually be destructive to the foresjU if 
tolerated w ithout inflicting penalty. 
T h e 
gross carelessness displayed by people in 
the United States where they canqx in the 
woods, am ounts to crim inality. 
No m ention has been made yect>f the di­ 
rect effect it has upon the valley when the 
trees are totally sacrificed at th e higher ele­ 
vations. 
N o t'b ein g a believer that trees 
grow in a short space of tim e to protect the 
snow from m elting before lis tinte, 1 cannot 
adm it or believe but th a t which would be 
disastrous 
to th e , valleys, and th at is, 
floods and drought periodically; hut about 
this we ought to be sufficiently posted from 
th e position we occupy in Sacramento. 
An energetic beginning to enrb the de­ 
struction ot onr forests is one of the de­ 
m ands of the tim e, and Democrats and Re­ 
publicans ought to work in such a case ior 
tbe general welfare, for it is not a political 
uoii ion. but one that concerns the geueral 
whole, h u t especially the coming genera­ 
tions. 
The tree you plant is not intended for 
you alone, but its life is set agoing to ben­ 
efit your children, grandchildren and their 
offsprings, for m uch of our work done in 
this world is after all only carried out to 
benefit (or injure in some cases) the com­ 
ing generations.

Sacramento, Ju ly 8,1880. 
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The celebration of the tenth anniversary of 
the Custer massacre by a few of its sur­ 
vivors took place yesterday. 
The Sioux 
Caief Gaul went over the field and de­ 
scribed the m anner in which Custer's com­ 
m and was destroyed. Gaul is a fine-look­ 
ing Indian, 4(5 years old, weighing over 200 
pounds. He was reticent at first, hut finally 
told his storv with dignity and emotion. 
He said : 
"W e saw the soldiers early in 
the m orning crossing the divide. 
W hen 
Lleno and Custer separated we watched 
them until they came down into the val­ 
ley. The cry was raised that the white sol­ 
diers were coming, and orders were given 
for the village to nvove. 
Reno swept down 
so rapid!} upon the upper end th at the In ­ 
dians were forced to fight. Sitting Bull and 
I were at the point where Reno nttacked. 
Sitting Bull was the big m edicine m an. 
The women nnd children were hastily 
moved 
down 
the 
t triara 
w here 
the 
Cheyennes were encamped. The Sioux at­ 
tacked Reno and the Cheyennes Custer, 
and then al! became m ixed np. 
The 
women and children caught horses for the 
bucks to m ount, and the bucks mounted 
and charged back on Reno, chocked him 
and drove him to the tim ber. T he soldiers 
tied their horsc-s to trees, came out and 
fought on foot. 
As soon as Reno was 
beaten and driven back across tho river the 
whole force turned on Custer, and fought 
him until they destroyed him . Custer did 
not reach the river, but was m et about half 
a m ile up tbe ravine, now called Keno 
creek. 
They fought the soldiers and beat 
them back, step by step, until ail were 
killed.” 
One of Reno’s officers confirmed this, 
saying: 
“ It was probably during thn in ­ 
terval of quiet on Reno’s part th at the 
Indians reaped on Custer and annihilated 
him .” 
Gaul continued: 
“ The Indians 
ran out of am m unition, and then used ar­ 
rows. 
They fired from behind their horse*. 
The s Liters got the shells stuck in the 
guns and had to throw them away. Then 
they fought with little guns [pistols]. The 
Indians were in couples behind and in front 
of Custer as he moved up the ridge, ami 
were as m any as the grass on the plains 
First two companies [Keogh's and t'al- 
hounds] dism ounted and fought on foot. 
They never broke, but retired, step by step, 
until forced back to the ridge, upon which 
all finally died. They were shot down in 
line where they stood. 
Keogh’s company 
rallied, and were all killed in a bunch. 
[This statem ent seems borne out by facts, 
as thirty-eight bodies of Keogh's troopers 
were found pile 1 in a heap ] The warriors 
directed a special fire against the'tronpprs 
who held ths horses, and as soon us a 
holder was killed, by waving blankets and 
great shoaling the horses were stampeded, 
which m ade it impossible for tho soldiers 
to escape. 
The soldiers fought desperately 
and hard, and never surrendered. They 
fought standing along the line on the right. 
As fast as the men fell the horses were 
herded and driven toward the squaws and 
old m en, who gathered them up. 
W hen 
Reno 
attem pted 
to 
find 
Custer 
by 
throw ing out a skirm ish line, Custer and 
ail who were with him were dead. 
W hen 
the skirm ishers reached a high point over­ 
looking Custer’s field the Indians were 
galloping aroun I and over the wounded, 
dying and dead, 
popping 
bullets and 
arrow s into them . 
W hen Reno m ade his 
attack at the upper end he killed my two 
squaws and three children, which made 
m y heart bad. 
I then fought with hatchet 
[m eaning m ultilated the soldiers]. 
The 
soldiers rsn out of am m unition early in 
the day. Their supplies of cartridges were 
in the saddle-pockets of the stampeded 
horses. 
W hen their am m unition was gone 
the 
Indians killed 
the 
soldiers with 
hatchets. 
A lot of horses ran away and 
jum ped into tbe river, but were caught by 
squaws. 
Only forty-three Indians were 
killed altogether, but a great ineny wound­ 
ed ones came across the river and died in 
the bushes. 
We had Deslíalas. Minecon- 
jou*, Brules, 
retona, Uncapapas, S oux, 
Cheyennes, Arapahoe* and Oros Ventres. 
W hen the big dust camo in the r.ir down 
the river [m eaning Terry and Gibbon] we 
struck our lodges and went np n crick to­ 
ward tbe white m ountains. Tbe Big H orn 
ranges were covered with snow. Wo waited 
there four days, and then went over to the 
W olf m ountains.” 
It has been popularly 
supposed that Custer entered the river, but 
ench was not the case 
No ceremoales or 
exercises were gone through with yester­ 
day. 


T h e D a m a g e to W h e a t. 
W hen, a few days after the reoent north­ 
er, we went out into tbe country and esti­ 
mated the damage to the crops of Colusa 
county at $2 000,000, people opened their 
eyes, and said we were mistaken for once. 
It was hard to appreciate the damage of 
$2,000,000. but we now find that, as extrav­ 
agant as that estimate appeared, we were 
m uch short of the mark. 
We would have 
had 11,000.000 bushels of w heat 
Now 
7,000 000 is a large estim ate of what we will 
have to sell. Just think of the destruction 
of 4,000,000 bushels of wheat in a couple 
of days. The loss to the w hite wheat has 
averaged from 60 to 70 per cent., and to the 
club not less than an average of 16 per 
cent., and some say 20 per cent. From 
every one who was catting belore the wind 
we hear of a vast difference in grain cut 
before and after the wind. Thereare sacka 
to sell on all sides by people who had pur­ 
chased too m any. 
As a rule, men have 
never purchased enough sacks, but now 
every one who bought before the wind and 
some who bought after, but who did not 
appreciate the full extent of the damage, 
have sacks to sell. The damage was fullv 
as great in Butte. Tehama, Yolo, part of 
Sutter and part of Solano. 
We think its 
influence m ust have extended further south, 
but people are lothe to admit of such seri­ 
ous damage. 
It m ust bring tbe price of 
bags down. It is a strong ring that has 
them , but not strong enough to hold them 
un in the face of such a shortage as the 
8:ate will present. The estimates put out 
of crops have been rose-tinted in the inter­ 
est of this same sack riDg. 
Where thrash­ 
ing is not pressing, it is jnst as well for 
parties who have not purchased sacks to 
put off thrashing for a tim e. Wheat is not 
apt to be lower in September than in July.

Eft». R ecord-Ujuok : 
H aving lived in 
t’ais county nearly live years, and become 
%omewitat conversant w ith its various feat­ 
ures, I send yon a brief article concerning 
ing it, which, it has occurred to me, ought 
to be <6 interest to those who have not had 
an opportunity to visit the foothills and 
the m ountain slopes of this flourishing 
region. 
Placer county is nearly a parallelogram, 
extending northw est and southeast about a 
hundred miles. 
It is bounded by the 
counties of Nevada, Sutter, Sacramento and 
El Dorado. T he topographical features of 
this section of the State, are traversed by 
num erous ravines and diversified by undu­ 
lating 
hills, presenting 
scenery rarely 
equalled. The chief industries are mining, 
granite quarrying and horticulture, which, 
within the last score of years, have been 
very extensively developed. M ining opera­ 
tions are not so’flourishing as formerly. 
Many years ago placer m ining was the 
leading feature, especially in the vicinity of 
Newcastle, where the 
old-tim e m ining 
camps 
of Ophir, and 
Gold 
H ill 
are 
located. 
And 
there 
are 
honest old 
m iners who actually believe this the verita­ 
ble “ O phir" from which King Solomon 
procured the gold for his Temple. 
It is 
reallv amusing to hear old settlers, who are 
yet indulging to considerable extent in 
placer m ining operations, tell of the good 
times they once enjoyed. 
Quartz m ining is fur the most part car­ 
ried on in the lower section of the county, 
there being several m ills between Penryn 
and Newcastle. 
The quartz m ill which 
was recently erected in the vicinity of the 
latter village deserves m ention. 
It was 
bnilt at an expense of m any thousand 
dollars by W illiam Lawrence, and there 
are about twelve employes at work. 
It 
is reported that work in the Julian m ine, 
about half a m ile distant, will 
be re­ 
sumed immediately. 
Between the towns of Rocklin and Au­ 
burn, along the Central Pacific Railway, 
which runs in a northeasterly direction, 
tbe soil partakes to a more or less extent of 
granite formation, production of which is 
to be seen in the construction of colossal 
buildings in San Francisco. T his region of 
country is apparently inexhaustible in its 
granite resources. There are three varieties 
of this stone in common use in California 
for building purposes; 
namely, the blue, 
the black and the white granite. 
The 
quality is so excellent th at it is not sur­ 
passed by that of anv other county or Ter­ 
ritory west of the Rocky M ountains, and 
perhaps in the United States. 
HORTICULTURAL INDUCEMENTS. 
T he horticultural wealth of the foothills 
forms a very im portant feature, being a 
m atter of interesting discussion among 
tourists and travelers. The interval which 
lias elapsed since the completion of the 
Central Pacific Railw ay through this part 
of the country has w rought very im portant 
change* in the various departm ents of hort­ 
iculture. and to.tboze who have lived here 
during that space of tim e it is quite aston­ 
ishing to realize the m agnitude of this 
prosperity. 
A lthough, great as the devel­ 
opm ent hitherto brought about may seem, 
ttiis industry is destined to become much 
greater, as it is in m any respects in its in- 
lanev. 
No other part of California has ol- 
fercii greater inducem ents to actual settlers, 
and on investigation it will be found that 
m any have been far-seeing enough to grasp 
the golden opportunities thus offered by 
the G overnm ent to secure cheap lands and 
perm anent homes. 
Although tho greater 
portion of the Governm ent lami has been 
taken, there rem ains a vast acreage of 
tillable railway land, susceptible of profita­ 
ble cultivation, which may be obtained at 
various prices, according to quality of the 
soil and location. T he railroad company 
hit3 for m any years disposed of these fertile 
lands at very low rates. The foothill sec­ 
tion referred to occupies abont one-third of 
th e county. 
Judging from the rapidity 
with which these fm it farms have spread 
out over this part of the country within the 
hist few years, it will not be very long be­ 
fore vast tracts will have been converted 
fnto beautiful homes and orchards. 
SELECTION o r LANDS. 
No definite inform ation can be given re­ 
garding the prices of these lands, a3 it de- 
p. nris aim » t exclusively upon the quality 
of the soil and the location. 
Hence, the 
better way in determ ining the trun value, 
comes onl y within the range of personal 
investigation. 
A piece of land in one lo­ 
cality may be purchased very cheaply, 
while, perhaps, a few miles distant another 
piece, containing an equal num ber of acres, 
m ay be obtained only at an exorbitant 
p ice 
But notw ithstanding the selections 
which have already been made, there re­ 
m ains w ithin this’ county, thousands of 
aeree of land unsurpassed for horticultural 
purposes, that may bo obtained at very 
m oderate prices. 
In some districts lands 
are rapidly advancing in price, owing 
chiefly to rapid increase of popnlation and 
the adaptability of the soil to the cultiva­ 
tion of so varied a line of products. 
Any 
capital judiciously invested in lands be­ 
comes hizhly rem unerative, although, of 
course, thero 
may be 
rare exceptions. 
T he reason that real estate speculations are 
steadily increasing is m ainly attributable to 
the fact th at prices are tending upward, 
differing from m ining stocks and other 
risky enterprises th at for tw enty years have 
been so detrim ental to the prosperity of this 
State. 
In rendering these statem ents it is 
not the object'of the w riter to indulge in 
w hat m ight bo construed as an exaggera­ 
tion, but sim ply to express oanilid views. 
THE CULTIVATION OK TÍTK ORASUE 
Ts chrried on with success, and they grow 
luxuriantly, producing fruit of delicious 
flavor; and to those who have never seen 
such large oranges a description of them 
would seem alm ost fabulons. About Christ­ 
mas, when this luscious iniit is m atured, 
the golden yellow, blended with the dark 
green foliage of the orange trees, presents a 
sight beautiful beyond description. Grape 
culture is no less interesting to visitors who 
are not accustomed to see the vines as they 
grow here. T he im m ense cluster», and 
their profusion, surprise those not accus­ 
tomed to see this viiicultural wealth. 


ITKAI.TH AND TXitPKRATURB 
Placer county contains about 15,000 in­ 
habitants, moat of whom are representa­ 
tives of American and English nationali­ 
ties, and the flourishing population which 
eonslilutca 
a 
cosmopolitan 
character 
is being augmented by immigrants from 
various parts of the globe. 
Those who are 
inclined to industrious habits will do well 
here, as this region is yet but sparsely set­ 
tled, considering tho extent of its sqnare 
miles. 
The climate is exceedingly salubri­ 
ous, 03 shown 
by the appearance of 
the inhabitants. 
Another evidence of 
the fact is that ninety 
per cent, of 
the children reared within its limits are 
perfect types of health. 
Dnring the sum­ 
mer months it is warm in the valleys, the 
thermometer at times ranging os high os 
160° in the shade, and even higher. 
But 
notwithstanding this the nights are de­ 
lightfully cool and pleasant, thus rendering 
sleep refreshing. 
For nearly two-thirds of 
the year the temperature is almost uniform, 
and very appropriately has the remark 
been applied that it is ” identical with that 
of southern Italy.” 
It is a fact worthy of 
mention, that dnring the time it is inteneely 
cold in some parts of the continent in win­ 
ter, out-of-door laborers find it here to their 
advantage to pursue tbeir work in their 
shirt sleevee. During the summer season 
Auburn, Blue Canyon and Lake Tahoe are 
special resorts of hundreds of invalids, and 
it is gratifying that many individuals who 
were apparently in advanced stages of con­ 
sumption have found relief. Being so con­ 
ducive to health and comfort, and to all 
other requisites that are deemed indispen­ 
sably necessary to render life enjoyable, 
they attract also the admiration of hosts of 
pleasure-seekere. 
A ubu rn , the 
co u n ty seat 
of 
Placer 
cou n ty, and w h ich , ju d g in g by th e h ea lth ­ 
fu l app earance of its residents, m ig h t be 
term ed th e san itariu m o f th e 8acram en to 
vailey, is o n e of th e old est to w n s in th e 
Btate. 
It is very b ea u tifu lly situated at an 


a'titude of 1,350 feet above sea level, 
with a population of 1,000. the town proper 
extending abont a m ile below the railroad 
station. The im m ediate vicinity is dotted 
w ith fine orchards and handsom e villas, 
the sites of which only n few years ago 
were densely covered tvith brush and chap­ 
arral ; and to persons who have inhabited 
this part of the country during that inter­ 
val it seems alm ost impttssible to realize 
the m agnitude of the im provem ents made 
in so short a time. 
A uburn has a fine 
Court-house, a good County Hospital for 
those who are homeless, decrepit and aged, 
and m any other costly buildings, includ­ 
ing churches, schools, hotels, etc., of fine 
architectural appearance. 
In traveling through this part of the 
country one cannot fail to observe the 
beautiful panoram a of the Sacramento val­ 
ley. In the distance the State Capitol looms 
up 350 feet, and can he seen very distinctly, 
and a general view of the valley is ob­ 
tained. 
CONCLUDING REMARKS. 
T hat Placer county is in the foremost 
rank for horticultural resources was de­ 
m onstrated by the quality anti the variety 
of its productions exhibited at the late 
Citrus F air held in Sacramento. T his is a 
prophecy and a fulfillm ent of the future of 
this 
county. 
Pears, 
oranges, 
plums, 
peaches, grapes, etc., are from year to year 
produced in great abundance. The pro­ 
duct from the foothills, shipped in large 
quantities to Eastern m arkets, find ready 
sales at rem unerative prices, and the de­ 
m and is rapidly increasing. 
Aifaifa is a paying product, as it grows 
luxuriantly and yields from three to six 
crops each year, but it requires irrigation. 
T he wine interest is another source of 
wealth, being extensively carried on in this 
county. The flavor of the wine made here 
compares favorably with that of any other 
part of California.

AN1> VIPERS. 


Som e of the D elights of Sleeping 
w ith Serpents, Centipedes, Etc. 
—In ocu la tio n w ith P oison. 


i Corrvipoudeuce ot the E ecord-1's ío n.] 
M exico, June 30, 1880. 
As Eden had its serpent, so all these 
Mexican Paradises have their disadvantages 
in being infested with a thousand danger­ 
ous creeping and crawling creatures. Es­ 
pecially in the low lands of the tierra 
.aliente is " eternal vigilance " the price of 
safety. How often—after a delightful day, 
and an evening of music and dancing in 
some gray-walied hacienda—have Betsy 
and I sighed for suits of battle armor, as 
our troubles nightly began in the solitude 
of our chamber 1 The fact of being com­ 
pelled to shake scorpions out of the blan­ 
kets, to chase centipedes and vipers from 
under the pillows, and to search the mat­ 
tresses for possible tarantulas, lizzards and 
serpents is not conducive to peaceful 
slumbers; nor is “ tired nature's sweet 
restorer'1 easily wooed when visions 
dance before the weary eyes of venomous 
things crawling up the bed-posts or spin­ 
ning downwards trom the walls! Imagine 
your sensations, dear reader, to observe, on 
awaking in the morning, a silvery some­ 
thing buttering in the breeze upon your 
window lattice, or stretched along the door 
at your bedside the cast-off skin of a six- 
foot cobra or some other deadly crawler, 
who has been making his toilet in your 
neighborhood during the hours of dark­ 
ness : or¡ to have your dreams broken in 
upon by something dropping from the wall 
upon your pillows, perhaps barely missing 
your nose, which proves upon investiga­ 
tion to be a happy family of scorpions with 
their tails tangled together, or a nice, fat 
spider, whose hairy legs, if spread to their 
fullest extent, would measure several 
inches "from tip to tip.” Whatever the 
nature of the alarm, upon no account must 
you jump out of bed without first striking 
a light and looking carefully where you 
step. A friend who lives in the State of 
Campeche—away down on the southern 
shore of the Mexican Gulf—relates 
SOME RECE5T EXPERIENCES, 
Which are not uncommon in that part of 
the world. One night, when disrobed for 
retiring, he had occasion to step into an 
adjoining room, in the dark. Noticing at 
once a peculiar odor, resembling raw pota­ 
toes. which often indicates the presence of 
a serpent, he wisely stood still and called 
his wife to bring a lamp and cane. She 
lost no time in horryingto his relief, know­ 
ing welt the meaning of such a summons, 
and there on the threshold over which he 
had carelessly stepped with bare feet, lay 
an enormous cobra (one of the most poison­ 
ous species known i, which had come in 
to enjoy the coolness of the place, and was 
much incensed at being disturbed. Luckily 
these dreaded snakes can be killed by one 
well-directed blow, and this presence is al­ 
ways betrayed by an order as unmistakable 
as the warning note of our northern rat­ 
tlers. The same gentleman says that on a 
* windy evening within a week of the pre­ 
vious adventure, he heard a door slam in 
another part of the house and went hastily, 
without a light, to close it. This time it 
was no sense of smell or hearing that fore­ 
warned of danger, but doubtless it was the 
instinct of self-preservation sharpened by 
long experience which caused him to pause 
with one foot raised and yell lustily for a 
light. When the lamp and always ready 
stick were brought, abright green, triangu­ 
lar-headed viper was revealed, its long 
white fangs just ready to strike with fatal 
power. 
SCORPIONS THICKER TUAN PLIES. 
One of the most common pests in Mexico 
arc the aJcarans. or scorpions, for during 
certain seasons of the year they are as nu­ 
merous as Hies around a sugar-house. 
They are within the cracks of the wall, 
between the bricks or tiles of the floor, 
hiding inside of your garments, darting 
everywhere with inconceivable rapidity, 
their tails (the “ business end11 which 
holds the sting) ready to fly up with dan­ 
gerous effect upon the slightest provoca­ 
tion. Turn up a corner of the rug or a ta­ 
ble-spread, and you disturb a flourishing 
colony of them ; shake your shoes in the 
morning, and out they flop ; throw your 
batli sponge into the water, and half a 
dozen of them dart out of its cool depths, 
into which they have wriggled for a siesta ; 
in short, every article you touch iuust be 
treated like a dose of medicine—“ to be well 
shaken before taken." The avetage scor­ 
pion is mahogany hued and about two 
inches long ; but I have seen them as long 
as five inches. The small, yellowish vari­ 
ety are considered most dangerous, and 
their bite is m st apprehended at midday. 
In Durango they are black, and so 
ALARMINGLY NUMEROUS, 
Having been allowed to breed for centuries 
in the deserted mines, that the Govern­ 
ment offers a reward per head (or. rather, 
per tail) to whoever will kill them. Their 
sting is seldom fatal, but is more or less se­ 
vere, according to the state of the system. 
Victims have been known to remain for 
«lays in convulsions, foaming at the mouth, 
with stomachs swelled as in dropsy, while 
others «io not suffer much more than from 
a bee sting. The common remedies are 
brandy, taken in sufficient quantities to 
stupefy the patient; ammonia, administered 
both externally and internally; boiled silk, 
and guyacum. It is also of use to press a 
large key, or other tube, on the wound, to 
force out part of the poison. As most of 
my readers are aware, this species of in­ 
sect—a genus of Arachnida, of the order 
Ibdvxonaria—are distinguished from other 
spiders by having the abdomen articulated, 
with a sharp curved spur at the ex­ 
tremity, beneath which are two pores 
from which the venom flows, supplied by 
two poison-glands at the base of the seg­ 
ment. The anterior pair of feet, or palpi, 
are modified with pincers or ciaws, like 
those of the lobster, by which it seizes its 
prey : while the other feet resemble those 
of ordinary spiders. Naturalists divide the 
genus into sub-genera according to the 
number of their eyes, whether six, eight, or 
twelve. They eat the eggs of spiders, and 
also feed oñ beetles and other insect, 
piercing the prey with their stingers, again 
and again, before beginning the meal. 
When alarmed or irritated the scorpion 
" shows fight11 immediately, running about 
and 
WAVING UIS STING IN ALL DIRECTIONS 
Kor attack or defense, evidently aware of 
its powers. The young scorpions are pro­ 
duced at astonishingly frequent intervals, 
the mother displaying far greater regard 
for her offspring than their vicious nature 
seems to justify. During their brief in­ 
fancy she carries them about, clinging in 
great numbers to her back, limbs and tail, 
never leaving her retreat, unless—over- 
burdenod by tbeir weight—her hold re­ 
laxes from the wall and down falls the 
whole happy family in a wad. The un­ 
grateful children generally reward this 
maternal devotion by destroying the mother 
as soon as tliev are old enough, tearing her 
piecemeal witft the greatest ferocity. Betsy 
and I amuse ourselves by studying their 
habits, and have become expert in catching 
them by the tail with lassoes ofthread.after- 
wards suspending them in bottles of alcohol 
to send to microscopically-inclined friends. 
Happening to be out of alcohol one day, 
we put a captured scorpion into an empty 
bottle. Remembering it a week later, we 
went to look—when, lo! where one had 
been was now fifty-seven—but whether it 
was only the mother and her children, or 
if the original scorpion bad arrived at the 
dignity of a great-grand-parent in that 
length" of time, was food for conjecture. 
Happily this rapidity of increase is offset 
by their bitter emnity toward ail others of 
their kind, and the perpetual warfare they 
wage upon one another thins tbeir ranks 
more than any other cause. Scorpions are 
said to harbor an especial spite against 
brunettes and to leave blonde people com­ 
paratively unmolested— a statement which 
we devotedly desire to believe. The In­ 
dians eat them, after pulling out the stine 
—a “ crunchy ” sort of morctau, as delight­ 
ful no doubt, to them as are snails, frogs, 
crabs and similar delicacies to American 
appetites.THE FESTIVE TARANTULA. 
Another shocking creature is the taran- 


, tula—soft, fat. ami covered with long black 
hairs. In the south of Mexico they grow 
1 to surprising size, and the desert sands are 
full of their box-like houses. They tell us 
that the horse which treads upon á taran­ 
tula will instantly loose its hoof; but we 
take the statement with many “ grains of 
allowance,’- for if literally true half the 
beasts in Mexico would be hoofless. 
C'asamapulga spiders are similar to taran­ 
tulas, often larger than the palm of your 
hand, their fuzzy backs shading from 
bronze to yellow. The centipedes are 
scarcely less common than scorpions, 
averaging a quarter of a yard in 
length—though I have seen many that 
would measure fully nine inches. The so­ 
journer in Mexico lias no need to hunt for 
one. for they may always be found wander­ 
ing around bis room, hidden in his din- 
ner-napkin, sleeping the sleep of the just 
among the china on the pantry shelf, or 
stealing along his chair with the evident 
intention of making a voyage of discovery 
down the back of the traveler's neck or up 
his stockings. 
The assertion that the 
centipede “ bites with its legs." rises in the 
fact that it is not only furnished with 
A PAIR OF HORNY JAWS, 
But has another set of organs closely con­ 
nected with the mouth, regarded by 
naturalists as “transformed legs," which are 
dilated and united at the base, terminated 
by strong hooks and pierced beneath the 
extremity for the emission of venomous 
fluid. 
Should you discover one crawling 
over any portion your anatomy, you 
must have nerve enough to remain 
perfectly quiet without so much as the 
quivering of a muscle, until he drags him­ 
self off at his leisure, which may be hours 
later, for he is by no means an agile crea­ 
ture. At the least alarm he naturally 
clings for safety to whatever his feet chance 
to be restiug upon, and where every one of 
his hundred hooks have pierced with their 
poison the flesh will slough off to the very 
Done and death may ensue by slow de­ 
grees. Jet-black centipedes are occasion­ 
ally seen ; others are composed of alternate 
links of brown and white, each link fur­ 
nished with pairs of red legs, the round 
head and feelers being of the same bright 
color : but the most common ones are the 
wickedest—those of pale green, with legs 
shading to delicate yellow. Baron Hum­ 
boldt says that he often saw Indian chil­ 
dren of the Chaymas tribe draw long, green 
centipedes out of the ground and chew 
them—all but the legs—with the greatest 
relish. There are many other 
INTERESTING CREATURES, 
For whose venom no remedy is known. 
There is the coralille, a viper of coral hue 
with coal-black head : another, beautiful 
but deadly, striped with colors like a Ro­ 
man ribbon : milk-white vipers, whose 
bite is certain death. And everyone of 
these loathsome reptiles is roasted and 
eaten by the Indians as a cure for skin 
diseases. It is a strange fact—made known 
to the world by Dr. Weir Mitchel, in 18G8— 
that “ no poisonous snake can poison it­ 
self;” yet there is the estaboneillo, shaped 
like a fizzard, which throws itself unon you 
with a spring, and if prevented trom biting 
will spitefully chew its own back and legs 
until it dies. 
Another interesting little animal is the 
vinagrillo, whom you may discover by his 
strong odor of vinegar. He resembles a 
beetle, of brilliant orange color, and gently 
taps upon the person whom he walks over, 
without giving the slightest pain, but leav­ 
ing behind a train of deadly poison. How 
often, in the wee sma' hours, has Betsy 
awakened me, declaring she smelled vine­ 
gar all about us—and such is the power of 
the imagination that soon both of us 
would have sworn to it, though no vina­ 
grilla was to be found ! Then there is the 
BLACK, LIZZARD-SHAPED SALAMANQUERA, 
Whose bite is sure and horrible death ; a 
mammoth spider like an honest glow­ 
worm, who carries his lantern on his back ; 
the handsume black and red chlnelaquito, 
whose sting sends racking pains through 
all your bones, which can onlv be relieved 
by “ curing” yourself like a Lam, shut up 
for days in a close room thick with smoke : 
the rata, a bright-eyed social snake, which 
insists upon living in the house, and is 
generally found sleeping in the cupboard— 
his seal-brown back crosseil with crescent 
bunds of white, and his belly red as a 
robin’s in springtime ; and a hundred other 
varieties whose names I do not know. 
Besides these deadly pests, there are nu­ 
merous comparatively harmless torment­ 
ors, such, for example, as the tiny, inno­ 
cent-looking fly which comes along mildly, 
singing in an absent-minded manner, and 
continues on bis way without causing you 
to suspect that he lias so much as noticed 
your existence. But the /leccitftil little 
wretch has contrived to get in his work by 
probing you unawares with a long, invis­ 
ible lance, leaving under the skin an infin­ 
itesimal egg, which at first gives no pain 
or sign of injury. Wjtli astonishing rapid­ 
ity this egg develops into a worm, which 
in ten days’ time develops into a hale and 
hearty grandmother, the whole family 
multiplying in equal, ratio and wriggling 
under your tortured cutis till your courage 
rises to" the point of submitting to an am­ 
putation to get rid of them. Even worse 
than these wandering flies are 
THE GARRIPOTAS, 
For they enter boldly “ where angels fear 
to tread." and bury their whole disgusting 
bodies beneath the skin before the victim 
can say Jack Robinson. And there is no 
help for it but another amputation or to 
put on a powerful poultice and wait for the 
unwelcome tenant to die and be dragged 
out. We are told that the natives of Mexi­ 
co's southern coasts inoculate themselves 
with the virus of adders, cobras and rattle­ 
snakes, and that persons who have been 
thus vaccinated are rendered forever proof 
against injury from any bite or sting. As 
to the truth of the statement, I decline 
to be sworn in any court of justice, but 
“ tell the tale as twas told to me.” The 
person to be inoculated is pricked with the 
serpent's tang, on the tongue, in both arms 
and legs and various parts of the body, the 
venom being thoroughly introduced into 
each wound. An irruption immediately 
breaks out, accompanied by fever and 
much swelling of the body, after 
which the skin gradually Hakes off in 
scales, as in leprosy. Now comes the most 
unbelievable part of the story. It is said 
that people who have been vaccinated in 
this manner can not only handle the most 
poisonous serpents with impunity—mak­ 
ing them come at will, caressing them, 
twining them about tbeir necks and 
carrying them in their bosom -bat 
that" the 
bite 
ot 
these 
persons 
themselves is as fatal as that of the snake 
whose virus has been transferred into tbeir 
blood! The reader is scarcely expected to 
swallow this snake story ; nevertheless it 
is vouched for by many good people, both 
native and foreign, whose word is unim­ 
peachable—upon other subjects.

Chinese Labor in th e South.—Some 
little excitement has been caused in Colum­ 
bia county, not far from Augusta, among 
the negroes, by a report that a prominent 
farmer is making arrangements to engage 
a number of Chinese on his plantation, and 
do away with negro labor entirely. The 
negroes have worked their imaginations up 
into believing that Chinese will sup­ 
plant them in the South on the farms, 
and no little excitement exists among 
them. They fear the coming of the Chi­ 
nese, and believe eventually they will have 
to give up their homes and move out. In­ 
quiries fail to verify or correct the reported 
Chinese movement.—Columbus (Ga.) En­ 
quirer. 
T he New F ast T rain.—The fast train 
which is to be put on the Union Pacific 
Railroad will have its counterpart on the 
Central Pacific, and the only change in the 
time of the latter road will" be the arrival 
of east-bound trains at Ogden one hour 
earlier, and departure of west-bound trains 
two hours late. There will be no change 
in the arrivals and departures at San Fran­ 
cisco. The fast train, as reported by tele­ 
graph. will be nut on the road July 25th, 
when New York can be reached in five 
days.—S. F. Bulletin. 


T h u n d e r, L ig h t n in g and R a in .—Mete­ 
orologists have found that there can be no 
thunder and lightning withoutrain. When 
thunder is heard beneath a clear sky. the 
reports must either come from distant 
clouds or be the result from some other 
cause than a discharge of electricity. Har­ 
vest or heat lightning is produced by a 
distant storm. Thunder seldom ever ac­ 
companies heat lightning, the sound 
reaches only twelves miles, while lightning 
is often seen by reflection upon nearer 
clouds, at a much greater distance.
